Toronto . . . . 


S  these  pictured  pages  will  no  doubt  fall  into  the  hands  of  some  who 


are  far  away  from  the  city  which  they  illustrate,  and  perhaps  far 


from  Canada,  it  may  be  well  to  say  that  Toronto,  the  capital  of  the 
province,  and  the  second  largest  city  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  is  situated 
on  a  large  and  finely  sheltered  bay  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Ontario, 
between  the  rivers  Don  and  Humber.  Toronto  is  39  miles  northeast  or 
Hamilton,  and  310  miles  W.S.W.  of  Montreal.  The  Bay,  on  the  shore  of 
which  Toronto  has  been  built,  is  formed  by  an  island  about  six  miles  long, 
which  encloses  a  basin  3.44  miles.  This  forms  a  safe  and  commodious 
harbor.  The  site  slopes  gradually  from  the  margin  of  the  bay  for  a  distance 
of  three  miles  to  a  terrace  or  ancient  lake  margin  immediately  outside  the 
northern  limits  of  the  city.    At  this  point  an  altitude  of  220  feet  above  the 
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TAPESTRY  PARLOR,   ROSSIN  HOUSE. 


lake  level  is  reached.  Transversely,  i.e.^  from  east  to  west,  it  is  eight  miles 
long  and  is  generally  level,  with  slight  depressions  at  points  where  minor 
water  courses  formerly  existed.  The  city's  water  front  on  Toronto,  Ash- 
bridge's  and  Humber  Bays  covers  a  distance  of  eight  miles.  The  island  is 
about  two  miles  from  the  city  front,  and  is  a  charming  feature  of  summer 
life  in  Toronto. 

The  area  within  the  limits  of  the  city  is  twenty-four  square  miles. 
There  are  242  miles  of  streets.  Street-car  lines,  operated  by  electricity, 
running  daily,  extend  in  all  directions,  and  there  is  probably  no  city  in  the 
world  where  it  is  easier  to  get  about  from  one  part  of  the  city  to  another. 
The  streets  cross  each  other  at  right  angles.  Yonge  street,  the  main 
thoroughfare,  running  north  and  south,  was  constructed  as  a  great  military 
road  in  1796,  and  extends  under  the  same  name  for  upwards  of  thirty  miles 
to  Lake  Simcoe.  It  constitutes  the  dividing  line  of  the  city,  the  streets  being 
reckoned  east  and  west,  according  to  their  relation  to  it.
